CHAPTER 11

[Published February 19, 1872.]

AN ACT to amend section two of chapter 168 of the general laws
of 1871, entitled “ an act to regulate the estimation of time in
the settlement of school district boards with teachers.”

The people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. Section two of said chapter 168 of the
general laws of 1871, is hereby amended by strikin
out the words, “and ten " where they occur in the thir
line of said section, and by striking out all after the
word, “law ” where it occurs in the fifth line of said
section, so that said section, when amended, shall read
as follows: Section 2. In the apportionment of school
moneys in the year 1871, and annually thereafter, one
hundred days shall be understood to constitute the five
months required by section fifty-nine of the general
school law.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred and twenty-five of the
general laws of 1868, entitled “ an act to amend section eleven
of chapter fifty-eight of the revised statutes, entitled of weights
and measures.”

SeEcTION 1. Section one of chapter one hundred and
twenty-five of the general laws of 1868,’entitled “an
act to amend section eleven of chapter fifty-eight of the
revised statutes, entitled ‘of weights and measures,’ ”
